AMERICANS SAVED RUSS 
PRISONERS IN GERIMANY 

(Correapondanoe A«aoclated Presa) 
. I^uia July 18— Half a million Rus- 
sUuis in Gfiiinany ndio fonnerly were 
prisoners of war haT;e been lifted oat 
of despondency witiun the last' four 
months, partly by a course of train- 
ing: in American ideals, American 
sports and American spirit, said 
Major JameN A. Babbitt, of I%iia- 
delphia, when he returned recently 
from Germany on his way to tbe 
United States. 

Major Babbitt is a professor in 
Haveifvrd Coliegi) and a member of 
tbi American ('ootball Rules' Com- 
mittee. He va.s chief of the Borean 
of Medical aiuJ Surgical Belief or tMe 
American Ked Ci-osr in Genlliuiy and 
visited nearly all the camps where 
Russian prisoners were intenied. 

"We found the Rusiiian war prison- 
iixA in a state of complete lassitude, 
mentally and physically", he said. 
"They had spent four years in tiie 
neglect and misery of Germans in- 
ternment camps. It was enough to 
tomk a strong- man's spirit. Their 
mm country had forgoMeB them and 
no word had come from Uwir rela- 
tives and friends. There was no fta- 
tare in Germany nor hope of any- 
tKlng better in their own countiy. 
Hundredi of thousoads of Bnaaiaaa 
who had fought valiantly for the al- 
lied cause were slowly dying from de- 
pression, mental inactivity and phy- 
sical malnutrition. 

"We ijarfhem to school like chil- 
dren. 'Athletie^t«iBM^«re i^trodute- 
ed into the camps fad these ''Aimn- 
lated the prisoners physically while 
motion pictures and oner mental re- 
creations brightened tlieir dull hours. 
Their bospitius were provided witii 
every needed medicarand snigical re- 
quisite. 'Vt& camps were orgaaLced 
under the command of the American 
army personnel. They began to take 
tm a aexv physicaL aspect and the men 
Bhov«d'sigw*of iwtatming life and 
cogvaaa.

CANDIDATES MEET IN 
DEBATE AT MAYFIELD

Mayfleld, Ky., July 2L— The Wil 
liam Tye' letter, alleged Judge Car- 
roll's fidhire to sopport William Geo- 
bel as the Democratic nominee for 
governor .in 1899, famished the prin- 
cipal vehicles for discussion in tlie 
joint debate held at Mayfield Mon 
day by the two Democratic candidates 
for the gabenEatorial nonlnation both 
speakers ^taking up inneh of his time 
in discussing these matters. 

About 700 voters heard the speakers 
and Govemor Black appeared to have 
the best of it froia the standpoint of 
applause. A large number cnF Black 
supportera fron; First District coun' 
ties were 'praiitali. Hie govemor was 
introduced by J. T. Daugherday, 
Confederate veteran. Judge Bunk 
Gardner introduced Judge Carroll. 

Judge Carroll led off in an hour and 
a half speech. He 'reiterated the 
charge that (Sovemor Black had dis 
qualified hitiiaeIf:for the high office of 
govemor by writing the letter to the 
L A N. R. R. asking a pass for a 
man (whose relatives, and rriends are 
influental and frequently called for 
Jurv service in Knox County.) 

Judge Carroll did not touch upon 
the textbook question except to deny 
that he had stdrked Uta^duty in fail- 
ing to be on the bench when the 
case was decided by the Court of Ap- 
peals. He said he had quit the bench 
when he first became a candidate and 
long before the sehool-book case was 
before the lower courts. Judge Car- 
roll discussed*, at. leagtii proposed 
changes in tfia<tax laws. Judge Car- 
roll charged' that Black had taken pos- 
session of Stanley's appointees and 
they had possession of him. He 
favored elimination of many un- 
necessary offices, the principal busi- 
ness of the holders being to build 
pblitical fences for their chief. 

Govemor Black devoted forty-flve 
minutes to his defense to the lye let- 
ter, declaring that he wrote the letter 
as an accommodation for a friend and 
defied any one to show that he had 
ever attempted to "tamper" with j[n< 
ries or in any way influence, them ex- 
cept in open debate. The govemor 
attacked Judge Carroll's record as a 
Democratic voter and his failure to 
support Goebel .Black opposed Judge 
Carroll's taxing scheme. 
' The govemor denied that all the 
unnecessary officeholders were his 
supporters, and suggested the names 
of Herbert Carr, of Fulton; Henry 
Hiaes and Eli Brown, The latter he 
termed the "oilerf politician -in the 
state." f 

In his ' rejoinder Judge Carroll, at 
the insistence of his friends, gave as 
his reason for not supporting Goehel 
that it was "a familr natter." '

Surely, Mr. President, if there ever 
was a time , that time is now, if 
there ever waa a queation, that ques- 
tion is thi.s, when each Senator 
should divest himself of every pre- 
judice of any kind and rise to the 
plane of that broad Americanism and 
statesmanahip, look at this great sub- 
ject with uneloadM vision, and with a 
heart and mind 4> ft«e that onlv ^he 
real merit of the dtfeiunent will be 
considered; not peraonalify of anyone 
responsible for ib< production. Lot us 
remember that it is the measure, and 
not the man, thAt -wt ^BoitdlK-'l^ 
us be constantly Mnittdfidnnat Wd'ire 
dealing with a question of world-wide 
importance, a question touciiing the 
peace and welfare not "only of our 
country, but of ihe other nations of 
the earth, and let us not descend into 
.the mire to play a miaerable and di«- 
graeefal game fok' political advantage 
or personal pique. 

It has developed, Mr. Preiideht, re- 
re^ently that the opponenta of the 
league haTe leisM uma the dlspoai- 
tion of the Statnning^hinAila by the 
trMy as one of llieir (Strongest points 
of objection to the ratifieation of the 
treaty.

that feaurc of it and to exaggerate 
its importance in relation to tM mpU- 
tnde of far more vital problemajwl^Mh 
this treaty undertakes to setfw. 
. The Shantung Peninsula, with 
ports, as we all know, was in l&ejrtis- 
sesston of Germany, and had Men 
since 1898, when Germany siezed 
by iproa from China. That seizuni 
wU wrong, as all admit, but it vmr ' 
acquiesced in by the other nations 
the world. It is not for us at thi 
time to enter into a discussion of that 
wrong. In the latter part of 1914, af- 
ter Japan h:id entered the World War 
atpi^nst Gemany, she acquired this 
PrtviiKe by foree of arms from Ger- 
many and h.is held it since then. She 
ha.s annciuiK .'d solemnly on several OC' 
casions thu. it is her purpose to re- 
fetota the Piovineo to China and has 
pledged hei faitii chd Honor as a na 
(ion to do sii. I am one of those who 
believe th.ii .she will keep her promise 
not only a - an act of national good 
f&lth, but also in view of the fact 
that with s-) much attealdon drawn 
this question her honor as a nation 
would be forever so tarnished in the 
eyes of the world if she failed to 
so that .sh.> would suffer irreparable 
injury. It is, I beleive, unfair, rs it is 
oertainly indiscreet, for Senators upon 
this floor to attack her good faith be^ 
fore she hn.s broken it or has been 
given sufn -ient opportunity to fnlflit 
her promi: ' and obligation. 

But it is ,iot my purpose, Mr. Presi' 
dent, to di: jusa all of the featarea of 
this question. I have referred to 
and briefly recited some of the faets 
in regard : ■> it in order to call parti 
cular atteii ion to one view of the ™b- 
ject which I have not yet heard diS' 
cusssed ufiun the floor, but which 
seems to i ? is one that deserves the 
most serio. .s consideration in Joatke 
to Japan's position. Senators ' h«v« 
critcised the peace conference, and 
particularly our representatives there 
in not demandingf that Japan should 
sunender that flnHfiiiM 'iqiniediately 
and in not havinv pnt int US treaty 
provision compelling her to do so. 
Have Senators thought what this 
meant to Japan, whose people are so 
sensitive, and who already felt ag- 
grieved at the refusal of the confer-

Japan met her' allies in that con' 
ference as an equal, as one who had 
taken part in the war with them, and 
as one of the five great powers which 
practically dictated and controlled the

Italy had acquired territory from 
Austria. Was there a reason why 
Japan alone of all the Allies should 
be singled out ahd compelled by the 
terms of peace to surrender immedi- 
ately territory which she had acquir- 
ed when her other allies were not ask- 
ed to be subjected to .such treaty 
stipulation? In «lf ect, Mr. Preaident, 
such an insistence by the otter allies 
upon Japan to sfarrender Shantirag 
Province by a provision in the treaty 
of peace would have meant this: 
"We, the representatives of the allied 
and associated (governments in this 
peace conference, although you have 
been one of our allies in the prose- 
cution of the war, do not trust you 
and notwithstanding tliat you have 
given your solemn word that it is 
your purpose in, due time to surren 
der this ProvfaiM to CUam we de- 
mand that it be' now stipulated 
this treatv and definitely fixed as to 
terms and time." 

If such had been done, Mr. Presi 
dent, it would have been the only case 
of the kind in this treaty. I for one 
do not believe that JapaiL enn if it 
might have been her IntMillon ' and 
wish to surrender that province to 
China the next day, could have agreed 
to such a provision withoBt a, sacri- 
fice of her self-respect and aa asper- 
sion being cast upon her > " 
honor. Tbat was one of "the 
difficult problems before the peace 
conference, and one which, I believe 
they treated in the only way possible 
for the present. We rauat in this 
case relv upon the fbtova for Its 'ptoi 
per and honorable aetUeBMBk 

The position of Japan on this ques- 
tion is well illustrated in a statement 
given out by B|tron Makino, one of 
the Japanese pence delegates at Paris 
I April 80. 191D in which he 
"We are aecused of intending to oc- 
py Kiachow permanently. That is 
inexact. We have agreed to restore 
it to China. Our agreements will 
hold — our agreements alwmrs hold 
There is no example in mstory of 
Japan breaking' her word. It is Jost 
nobody has the right to doubt our 
honor that we ourselves should be al 
lowed to arrange restitution and not 
be compelled in a way tliat would in 
dicate unjust suspicion." 

From now on international law 
and justice will stand upon a "higher 
plane than ever before, especially if
